Wade's  Jewellery  is  the  proud 
occupant  of  the  partially 
restored  Crawford  Block  . 


The  Crawford  Block,  built  in  1925 
during  the  years  of  expansion  in  the 
Drumheller  Valley,  originally  housed  a 
photography  studio.  In  the  1940's 
Jenkins  Groceteria,  an  Alberta  con- 
cern, replaced  Crawford's  Studio  and 
the  second  floor  was  occupied  by  the 
Drumheller  Associated  Physicians. 
The  stairs  to  the  doctor's  offices  were 
so  steep  and  high  that  for  years  locals 
joked,  "if  you  didn't  die  climbing  them 
you  weren't  ready  to  die  yet".  An  early 
form  of  comprehensive  billing  was  es- 
tablished for  the  citizens  when  the  As- 
sociated Physicians  set  a  $35.00  annu- 
al all-inclusive  "family  plan".  A  bar- 
gain in  the  days  when  coal  mining 
dominated  the  job  market  in  the 
Drumheller  Valley. 

In  1977  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Wade 
purchased  the  building  and  moved 
their  family  jewellery  business,  first 
established  in  1946,  from  an  adjacent 
property.  When  the  Devonian  Founda- 
tion's programme  of  Main  Street  en- 
hancement was  established  in 
Drumheller  in  1980,  bubble  awnings 
were  installed  as  part  of  a  Turn  of  the 
Century  Theme. 

In  1987  the  City  of  Drumheller 
signed  an  agreement  with  the  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Foundation  to 
implement  the  Alberta  Main  Street 
Programme.  Bernie  and  Thelma  Wade 
and  their  four  sons,  Doug,  Bruce,  Phil 
and  Derek,  strong  supporters  of  down- 
town Drumheller  agreed  early  on  to  a 
restoration  programme  for  their  build- 
ing. Completed  in  September  of  this 
year,  Wade's  Jewellery  has  generated 
enthusiastic  community  wide  support. 
In  October  the  Honorable  Don  Spar- 
row, Minister  of  Tourism,  awarded 
Wade's  Jewellery  the  Alberta  Small 
Business  of  the  Year  Award.  Congrat- 
ulations to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  B.  Wade  and 
family.

of  the  Heritage  Trail  -  Update

The  Heritage  Trail  through  Down- 
town Edmonton  follows  the  path  that 
originally  linked  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  Fort  on  the  site  of  the  pre- 
sent Alberta  Legislative  Building  with 
the  early  settlement  of  Edmonton. 

The  brick  promenade  connects  im- 
portant public  places,  historic  sites 
and  dramatic  viewpoints  of  the  North 
Saskatchewan  River  Valley.  In  time,  it 
will  also  feature  nine  interpretive  gal- 
leries which  will  describe  the  people, 
events  and  sites  of  historic  importance 
to  the  City.  Each  gallery  built  from  do- 
nations will  portray  a  specific  theme 
important  to  Edmonton's  history. 

The  McDougall  Hill  Gallery  will 
be  the  first  one  constructed  through 
the  Heritage  Trail  Interpretive  Pro- 
gram. This  is  a  project  of  the  Rotary 
Club  of  Edmonton  Jasper  which  will 
be  constructed  in  the  Spring  of  1990. 

The  gallery's  main  theme  is  the 
development  of  the  North 
Saskatchewan  River  Valley  and  how  it 
influenced  life  in  early  Edmonton.  The 
gallery  consists  of  one  of  the  best  view- 
points of  the  river  valley  and  will  in- 
clude up  to  five  large  interpretive  pan- 
els. Each  panel  describes  one  of  the 
sub-themes  of  the  gallery's  main 
theme.  The  five  sub-themes  are 
"Transportation",  "Recreation", "Com- 
munity", "Industry"  and  "River  Valley 


Floods". 

The  funds  for  the  panel  fabrica- 
tion and  erection  have  been  raised  in 
part  by  the  Rotary  Club  of  Edmonton 
Jasper  through  its  Inscription-on-a- 
Brick  Program.  The  Alberta  Historical 
Resources  Foundation  has  contributed 
$30,000  towards  the  overall  cost  of  the 
project. 

The  design  concept  for  the  Mc- 
Dougall Hall  Gallery  was  developed  by 
Norbert  Lemermeyer  Architect  Ltd., 
winner  of  a  design  competition  spon- 
sored by  the  Rotary  Club  of  Edmonton 
Jasper. 

The  overall  planning  of  this 
gallery  was  coordinated  by  the  Her- 
itage Trail  Planning  Committee 
chaired  by  The  Rotary  Club  of  Edmon- 
ton Jasper  with  members  from  Alber- 
ta Culture  and  Multiculturalism,  Ed- 
monton Historical  Board,  Edmonton 
Parks  and  Recreation  and  Planning 
and  Development  Departments.

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The  First 
Albertans  Project 


The  first  Albertans  Project  aims 
to  understand  the  initial  peopling  of 
the  province.  It  was  initiated  by  the 
Archaeological  Survey  of  Alberta  be- 
cause the  province  contains  a  long 
stretch  of  the  "Ice  Free  Corridor"  or 
"Western  Corridor",  the  route  most  ar- 
i  chaeologists  believe  was  employed  to 
populate  the  New  World.  This  route, 
along  the  eastern  flank  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains,  was  exposed  when  the 
great  ice  sheets  of  the  last  Ice  Age 
started  to  melt  back  about  14,000 
years  ago.  By  12,000  years  ago  much 
of  western  Alberta  was  no  longer  cov- 
ered in  ice  and  the  landscape  consist- 
ed of  fresh  terrain,  glacial  lakes,  new 
I  vegetation,  and  many  animals,  some 
of  which  are  extinct,  like  the  woolly 
mammoth. 

In  southern  Alberta,  surveys  in 
the  Kootenay  Plains  area  and  in  the 
Bow  Valley  east  of  Banff  National 
Park  used  the  settings  of  the  oldest 
known  sites  in  Alberta  as  predictive 
tools.  One  of  these,  the  Vermilion 
Lakes  site,  has  been  dated  at  10,400 
j    years  before  present,  while  the  Sib- 
j    bald  Creek  site  contained  fluted  spear 
points  known  to  be  about  10,000  years 
I    old.  The  Bow  Valley  survey  has  pro- 
i    duced  sites  in  the  8,000  year  range 


The  Bow  Valley  survey  involves 
inspection  of  river  bank  expo- 
sures. 

which  are  in  process  of  analysis. 

The  Fletcher  site  is  a  Paleo-Indi- 
an  bison  kill  excavated  in  the  early 
1960's  by  Dr.  Richard  Forbis.  Re-exca- 
vated in  1988,  significant  plant  re- 
mains were  recovered  from  water-sat- 
urated deposits  immediately  below 

the  bone  bed,  producing  a  date  of 
93gQ±  110  years  before  present.  These 
will  help  reconstructions  of  the  post- 
glacial plains  landscape. 

In  Northwestern  Alberta,  exami- 
nation of  private  artifact  collections 
has  been  instructive.  Areas  of  the 
Saddle  and  Birch  Hills  exhibit  associ- 
ations of  fluted  points  with  beach 
strandlines  formed  by  Glacial  Lake 
Peace.  Surveys  will  attempt  to  locate 
intact  Early  Prehistoric  sites  and  a 
dune  site  is  being  excavated  on  Saska- 
toon Mountain  west  of  Grande 
Prairie. 

The  First  Albertans  project  has 
stimulated  great  interest  in  the  ques- 
tion of  when  and  how  Native  Indians 
first  populated  North  America.  New 
investigations  have  already  furthered 
our  knowledge  in  unsuspected  ways.

The  Programme 

Recent  changes  to  the  Alberta 
Historical  Resources  Act  provide  an 
opportunity  for  residents  of  Alberta, 
who  have  archaeological  artifacts  col- 
lected before  July  5,  1978,  to  clarify 
ownership  of  their  collections.  The  ar- 
chaeological collections  disposition 
programme  is  authorized  by  the  AL- 
BERTA HISTORICAL  RESOURCES 
ACT  DISPOSITION  REGULATION. 
This  regulation  allows  for  any  collec- 
tion acquired  prior  to  July  5,  1978  to 
be  documented  by  the  Province.  Col- 
lectors who  participate  will  receive  a 
Certificate  stating  that  the  Crown  in 
right  of  Alberta  does  not  own  their  col- 
lection. 

Advantages 

Besides  clarifying  ownership,  the 
programme  gives  you  the  opportunity 
to  learn  more  about  Alberta's  past  and 
about  your  artifact  collection.  An  ar- 
chaeological artifact  is  any  object 
which  shows  evidence  of  human  use  or 
manipulation,  from  the  prehistoric  or 
early  historic  past.  Through  your  par- 
ticipation, an  archaeologist  will  be 
able  to  examine  records  and  pho- 
tographs of  your  collection,  and  inform 


you  as  to  the  general  age  and  archaeo- 
logical culture  of  your  artifacts;  per- 
haps even  the  functions  of  the  differ- 
ent tools  can  be  learned. 

Participation  is  not  mandatory, 
but,  if  you  record  your  collection,  with 
your  declaration  that  the  artifacts 
were  collected  before  July  5,  1978,  the 
certificate  you  receive  clearly  states 
the  Crown's  disposition  of  the  arti- 
facts. All  archaeological  artifacts  col- 
lected in  Alberta  before  July  5,  1978 
are  covered  by  the  programme,  which 
runs  until  December  31,  1993. 

Anyone  interested  in  a  complete 
draft  of  the  regulations  can  contact 
the  Queen's  Printer  for  a  copy  ($2.00). 

Application  Process 

1.  Notify  the  Archaeological  Survey 
of  Alberta  that  you  wish  to  make 
an  application  to  the  programme. 
(See  address  below).  You  will  be 
sent  an  Information  Package  con- 
taining your  instructions. 

2.  Once  you  have  recorded  your  col- 
lection according  to  the  instruc- 
tions and  submitted  this  informa- 
tion to  the  Archaeological  Survey 
of  Alberta,  and  assuming  the 
records  are  in  order,  you  will  re- 
ceive a  Disposition  Certificate 
from  the  Minister  of  Culture  and 
Multiculturalism.

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Nordegg  -  The  Dream... 


Martin  Nordegg,  a  scientist,  came 
to  Canada  in  May  1906,  representing 
the  Deutsche  Canada  Syndicate, 
which  six  months  later  became  the 
German  Development  Company.  Mar- 
tin Nordegg  was  appointed  Managing 
Director  and  in  May  1907  he  began 
staking  coal  claims  in  Alberta  moun- 
tains. 

In  1909,  a  partnership  was 
formed  between  this  Company  and 
Mackenzie  and  Mann  of  the  Canadian 
Northern  Railways,  amalgamating 
coal-fields  of  both  into  two  holding 
companies,  the  Brazeau  Collieries  (be- 
tween the  Athabasca  and  the  Bow 
Rivers)  and  the  Rocky  Mountain  Col- 
lieries (the  Kananaskis  field  on  Mount 
Allen).  William  Mackenzie  was  Presi- 
dent and  Martin  Nordegg  Vice-Presi- 
dent and  Managing  Director  of  both 
companies. 

Mackenzie  and  Mann  planned  to 
extend  the  Canadian  Northern  Rail- 
way west  from  the  Red  Deer  area  to 
connect  all  the  Brazeau  coal-fields, 
hoping  to  create  a  powerful  mining 
empire,  with  easy  access  to  the 
prairies  At  the  south  Brazeau  coal- 
fields a  site  for  the  main  town  of 
Brazeau  was  established. 

In  1911,  while  riding  along  an  old 
Stony  Indian  hunting  trail  south  and 
east  of  Brazeau,  Martin  Nordegg  no- 
ticed a  coal  strata  which  resulted  in 
the  development  of  the  Nordegg  coal- 
mines and  the  town  of  Nordegg. 

For  'his'  town,  Martin  Nordegg

used  the  plans  of  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Railway's  Model  City  (now  Mount 
Royal)  in  Montreal.  Long  before  elec- 
tricity was  common  in  Alberta's  major 
cities,  all  Nordegg  homes  had  power, 
operated  by  a  generator  at  the  mine. 
Plans  also  included  a  fully  equipped 
modern  hospital  for  the  mine. 

World  War  I  spelled  the  end  to 
Martin  Nordegg's  dreams  and  as  an 
enemy  alien,  he  reluctantly  left  his 
town  and  spent  the  war  years  in  the 
United  States.  During  this  same  time 
MacKenzie  and  Mann  ran  into  finan- 
cial difficulties  and  by  1918  Brazeau 
Collieries  and  the  town  of  Nordegg 
had  come  under  the  financial  control 
of  Lazard  Brothers  Investors  and  the 
Canadian  Imperial  Bank  of  Com- 
merce. 

In  1955  Brazeau  Collieries  ceased 
operation  -  diesel  fuel  now  powered 
the  railways.  During  nearly  a  half- 
century  of  production  10  million  tons 
of  coal  were  mined  -  less  than  1%  of 
Nordegg  area's  coal  resources.

One  of  the  pleasures  of  the  Alber- 
ta Historical  Resources  Foundation 
has  been  assisting  the  Ashmont 
School,  Ashmont,  Alberta,  in  its  her- 
itage project  ANIS-KATCH.

The  ultimate  objective  of  the  pro- 
ject, which  began  in  1987-8,  is  for  a 
team  of  the  Grade  7  students  and  se- 
niors to  select  and  compile  the  best  of 
the  interviews  to  produce  a  hard  cover 
book  in  the  Spring,  1990. 

The  school's  objectives  in  conduct- 
ing the  project  are  3  fold: 

(1)  to  assist  the  students  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a  positive  self-concept 
and  appreciation  and  pride  in 
their  own  culture.

Medicine  Hat  firefighters  saved 
part  of  the  historic  Medalta  Potteries 
from  going  up  in  flames  Sunday 
evening,  November  19th. 

One  of  the  original  77  year-old 
buildings,  leased  by  Henderson's  Dis- 
tributors was  destroyed  and  a  second 
damaged  by  smoke  and  water.  An  air- 
plane hangar,  moved  to  the  site  in 
1947  and  used  as  a  pottery  ware- 
house, was  also  destroyed.  Most  of  the 
pottery,  including  key  historic  build- 
ings were  saved. 

Medalta  Potteries,  at  713  Medalta 
Avenue,  has  been  declared  a  national 
and  provincial  historic  site,  but  the 
buildings  destroyed  by  fire  were  not 
part  of  the  designation.  The  four  bee- 
hive kilns  10  metres  in  diameter  re- 
main intact.  Cause  of  the  fire  is  not 
known.  According  to  Calgary  architect 
Lome  Simpson,  Simpson  Roberts 
Wappel,  the  building  that  was  de- 
stroyed was  one  of  the  least  signifi- 
cant buildings  and  the  airplane 
hangar  moved  to  the  site  in  1947, 
would  have  been  demolished  in  any 


case. 

The  fire  at  Medalta  Potteries  does 
not  hurt  plans  to  make  the  site  a  ma- 
jor tourist  attraction  says  Jim  Mar- 
shall, Friends  of  Medalta  spokesman. 

A  consultant's  report  from  the 
tourism  action  committee  recommend- 
ing restoration  of  the  pottery  site  as  a 
major  tourist  attraction  was  discussed 
and  accepted  by  the  Medicine  Hat 
Council  Monday  evening,  November 
20th.  Aspen  Planers  of  Merritt,  B.C., 
owners  of  the  land,  were  present  at 
the  meeting.  Friends  of  Medalta's 
deadline  for  purchasing  the  property 
was  mid  December.  The  City's  ap- 
proval of  the  site  as  a  tourist  attrac- 
tion will  make  it  easier  for  Friends  of 
Medalta  to  come  up  with  the  money. 

A  second  consultant's  report  out- 
lining in  detail  how  Medalta  would 
function  as  a  tourism  attraction  is  ex- 
pected to  be  finished  in  June.
